Response to Arguments 

The claims 9-10 were previously rejected over Ellens et al. The two claims are 
cancelled, rendering the rejections moot. The remaining claims were previously 
indicated as allowable. Therefore, the previously issued grounds of rejection are 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -3, 7-8, 11-13, and 1 5-1 8 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, either alone or in combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious the 
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instantly claimed illumination system and phosphor. As discussed in the previously 
issued final rejection, applicant's amendments distinguish the instant claims from the 
teachings of Ellens, and applicant's arguments regarding the modification of Ellens in 
view of Yamada are persuasive at showing that it would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill to replace the Al element in the Ellens composition with Ga or In. 

The most relevant prior art reference found is Ellens et al, wherein the difference 
from instant claims is that Ellens does not teach phosphors with the specific 
compositions of instant claims. For the above, reasons, the subject matter of the 
amended instant claims is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
